Dear Departnent, 

In a Note dated Novenber 30 the Secretariat 
General of the Arab League forwarded to us a copy 
of the resolutions adopted by the League Council 
at its Forty-Second Session, held in Cairo fron 
Septenber 28 to 30. 

2. With this letter we are enclosing copies of 
resolutions entitled "Racial Biscrinination in 
Israel," "Palestixiians Holding Aaerican Citizenship", 

"Arab Attitude Towards the Governnent of South Africa", 
and "Benefiting fron Labour Movenent in Supporting 

the Palestine Issue". 

3. The other resolutions on political subjects 
were one on the appointnent of General Mohannad 
Pawzi as Military Assistant Secretary General to 
the Arab League vice General Ali Ali Aner; one on 
the iaplenentatlon of League decisions on Palestine 
(uninfomative); one on Israeli activities in 
Africa (uninfoinative)} and one on diplonatlc 
relations between Israel and West Gemany (uninfomative). 

4. The reuEdning resolutions concerned a reoomendation 
that Arabic should be used as an official language at 
the Universal Postal Union, subject to an estinate 

by the Union of the cost involved; a large nuriber 
of recomendatlons nade by the Permanent Comunications 
Committee; the Union of Arab Universities; youth 
and sport; and a number of social natters, particularly 
penal policy. 

5. We are sending copies of this letter to the Chanceries 
at Rabat, Tunis, Algiers, Benghazi, Tripoli, Beirut, 

Amman, Banascus, Baghdad, Jedda, K^rtoum, Kuwait, 

Tel Aviv, Washington and Pretoria, to the Politiosl 
Residency, Bahrain, and to P.O.M.E.C. (Aden).

PALESTINIANS uvLDING AMERICAN CITIZENSHIPS: 


Tho Council hereby negroes to the reoomendation 
of the Econonic Affairs Comittee which reads as follows: 

"Tho Connittee rocomends approval of the 
reconnendation taken by the Eighth Conference for Hoads 
of tho Palestine Orceins which is as follows : 

"Tho Conference has reviewed tho paragraph included 
in tho U.A.R. note re the statenent inserted by the Anerican 
authorities on tho Anoricon passports issued to Palestinians 
naturalized with the Ariorican citizenship, to tho effect 
'that they wore born in Israel* in spite of tho fact 
that their dates of birth were prior to tho existence 
of Israel." 

"The Conference is of tho view that the procedure 
by the Anerican Govorrcient in this respect is a \vr 0 n 3 
procedure and, therefore, recomonds that this subject 
be roiorrod to Heads of Arab Missions in the United 
States in order to be treated in a nanner dictated by 
tho Arab interest."

RACIAL DISCIMINATION IN ISRAEL 


The Council hereby a;;rees to the reconnendation of 
the Political Affairs Corinittee which reads as follows: 


**The Conraittee recomends approval of the 
recomendation by the Eighth Conference of Heads of Organs 
on Palestine which roads as follows : 


”The Conference has revised the report presented 
by the Arab Leacue Secretariat General concerning: the 
conditions of the Arab minority in occupied Palestine 
and listened to statenonts £;iven on the subject and 
hereby roconnends: 



**Conbattin£ the hateful racial discrinination 
exorcised by the Israeli authorities against 
the Arab ninority in occupied Palestine, 



Rendering joint Arab efforts and endeavours 
at the U.N. and the International circles 
to nake then awaro of the dangers of the 
Israeli inpcrialistic racial policy practised 
by Israel and taking the necesiary neasuros 
that will insure its eradication. 


3. Pursuing the subject by the Arab League 
Secretariat General in order to have a 
conplete picturo of its elenents and 
pave the way for its reconsideration 
at the next Conference."

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Tho Gooncil hereby a/^rees to the reconnendation 
taken by the Political Affairs Connittee which reads as 
follows : 

"The Comittee reviewed the two nenorandaas 
presented by the Arab League Secretariat General and the 
Syrian Arab Republic on tho Arab attitude towards the 
Govera^iont of South Africa# 

"It considered that the national strufiG^G South 
Africa a'lninst racial diecrinination and the doaination 
of the European ninority over tho people is identical in 
iw3 causes and objectives to tho struncle against the 
Zionist occupation of Palestine and the racial discrinination 
on which Israel was established and which Israel used as a 
base for its continuous aG 3 ressive activities. 

"The Council likewise hereby oGroes, in order to 
affim the Arab-African solidarity and unity of strua^le against 
inperialisn, to adhere to the resolutions taken by the African 
Unity Organisation at the First African Sumit Conference 
held in Addis Ababa in May 1963 and the Second African 
Surxnit Conference held in Cairo in July 1964." 

It also agrees to : 

1 . UrcinG all countries, particularly those that 
have traditional relations and co-operation with 
the Governnont of South Africa, to thoroughly 
carry out the U.N. resolutions No. 1761 (17) 

of Nov. 6, 1962 on tho question of apartheid. 

2. Calling upon all countries that still have 
diplonatic, consular and econonic relations 
with tho Governnont of South Africa, to 
sever these relations and cease to exorcise 
any other fom of pronotinp; the policy of 
racial discrinination. 

3. Affiminc the bl^ responsibility of the 
inporialistic authorities that rule 
nei^hbourinf. territories to South Africa 
in as far as the continuation of adopting 

the policy of racial discrinination is concerned* 

4. Censuring racial discrinination in all its 
foms in Africa as well as in all parts of 
the world. 

5. Expressins the deep concern created anonc 
all African peoples and governnents by racial 
discrinination procedures against tho 
connunities descending from African oricin 
and living outside the continent particularly 
in the United States of Anorica, in order to 
put an end to these hideous behaviours

which cannot be tolerated and which 
nay result in serious deterioration of 
relations anont^ the African peoples and 
govornnents on one part, and the people 
and sovernnent of the U.S.A. on the other. 

6* Requesting the release of Nielson Mandella, 
Walter Sisolo, Man^^alisso Soboko, and 
the rest of tho national internees or 
prisoners in a ccordance with tho arbitrary 
laws of South Africa. 


7. Galling upon all oil producing countries 
to cease, as an urcent neasure, supplying 
crude oil and j^etroloun by-products to 
South Africa. 



uestinp. all African countries to 
enforce forthwith the decision taken 
at Addis Ababa in May 1963 on the 
question of boycottin^j South African 
Goods; to stop supplying it with 
ninorals and other raw materials; and 
to cease inportinj. South African Goods. 


9. UrginG all countries, particularly the 
fundanental nercantilo countries, to 
co-operate in boycottinc South Africa.

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B ENEFITING FROM LABOR MOVET-IENT IN SUPPORTING THE 

PALESTINE ISSUE 



The Arab Leacuo Council hereby approves the rocoiTucndation 
adopted by both the connltteos of Political, Social and 
Cultural Affairs which read as follows: 

"The two connittees reconnend: 

1. That all Arab labor unions net yet included 
should join the Union so that its representation 
of the Arab Labor opinion be conplete 

2. That Labor federations bo established in the 
Arab countries not havin^i yet such federations 
in order to prepare the way for their joinin'^ 
into a general union which will join, in turn, 
the international union for Arab workers. 

3* That Arab Governnonts provide the Union with 
tho necessary financial, technical and aoral 
assistance which would enable it perfom its 
great tasks in a nanner that confoms with 
the efforts rendered in this respect 

4. That efforts be doubled for tho purpose of 
pronoting relations between tho Arab labor novenont 
and other labor novenonts in Africa, Asia 

and Latin Anerica in a nanner which would 
put an end to the attenpts nado by the 
Israeli labor fortiations to infiltrate into 
tho Afro-Asian sphere and insure support 
by the Afro-Asian labor uovonents to the 
Palestine case in particular and the Arab 
issues in general 

5. That tho nonber-statos provide their diplo:iatic 
nissions abroad, particularly in labor acoanulation 
centres and largo capitals, v/ith two labor 
Attachds whenever possible 

6. That the Arab League delegations and its 
offices abroad, particularly in Geneva and 
Now York bo bolstered by providing then 

with onployees well-acquainted with labor affairs. 

(Tho Saudi Arabian representati'v^e 
expressed "reservation** re clauses 2, 3 
& 5 and each of the representatives'of 
Lebanon and Tunisia expressed "reservation** 
re clause 5)
